The overrides cam e Wednes­ 
day as the House churned 
through a lengthy calendar, 
gaining speed for anticipated 
sum m er adjournm ent at the 
end of the month. 
Majority Democrats in the 
Senate were expected to com­ 
plete the override action, 
p erhaps in a ra re F rid ay 
session. 
Attention on the Senate floor 
today was to be riveted on a 
co n tro v ersial congressional 
redistricting bill, which was to 
come up at a 1:30 p.m. session. 
The House was to convene at 1 
p.m. 
P arty caucuses were expect­ 
ed to precede debate on the 
redistricting bill, drawn by 
Democrats to give their candi­ 
dates a good chance at winning 
four and possibly five seats in 
the 1978 election. 
Interest intensified with this 
w eek’s announcem ent that

Rep. Charles 'W. Whalen, 
Dayton, would not seek 
election next year. 
Although the remapping plan 
is highly p artisan , sev eral 
Senate Democrats were be­ 
lieved 
to be annoyed with 
boundaries in th eir a rea s, 
placing the bill in a precarious 
position. Republicans are ada­ 
m antly opposed to the plan. 
W ednesday's veto overrides 
on the budget items involved 
only $1.1 million out of the 
entire two-year appropriation 
to operate the government, but 
they showed that House Speak­ 
er Vernal G.Riffe Jr., D-New 
Boston, had command of his 
caucus once again. 
Three tim es in succession 
Riffe called the roll and three 
times he cam e up with 62 votes

Henderson left the Wilt drive­ 
way heading north on Washing­ 
tonville Ra. in a 1969 blue 
Cadallac with a dark 
blue 
roof—a vehicle which has 
figured in several 
reported 
incidents in the county re­ 
cently, officials said 
D etective C ath elin e’s car 
made a U-turn and began to 
pursue the car, which traveled 
north to W estern R eserve 
Koad, then headed west. The 
deputy lost sight of the car in a 
small dip, and slowed to look 
for the blue vehicle when he 
saw it heading north in the lane 
of the Harvey A. Stouffer resi­ 
dence at 6895 Western Reserve 
R d , about one-quarter mile 
from the Route 62 intersection. 
Henderson reportedly drove 
around the rear of the Stouffer 
home,

Student Confrontation 
Jars Kent State Prexy 


KENT, Ohio (UPI) - Kent 
State University President Dr. 
Glenn A. Olds 
was 
visibly 
shaken Wednesday by a con­ 
frontation with a group of about 
100 protesters angry over plans 
for a gymnasium on the site of 
the 1970 Kent State shootings 
The 
p ro testers 
shouted 
‘‘Olds, Olds, move the gym 
now!” and “Olds, (Ohio Gov. 
Jam es A) Rhodes move the 
gym!.” 
G uarded 
by 
plainclothes 
campus police, Olds left the 
administration building to talk 
with the protesters for about 40 
minutes. He was heckled when 
he tried to answer questions, 
but did tell the protesters that 
plans for landscaping and 
walkways on the spots where 
four students fell dead in 1970 
have been changed 
Olds said he would order the 
dem onstrators to “vacate the 
site before construction is to 
begin” and those who refuse to 
leave ‘‘will be subject to 
a rre st.” Work on the gy m nasi­ 
um was due to start this week 
Olds said he will visit the 
‘T ent City" camping grounds 
set up by the protesters on the 
shootings site once more. 


"As soon as it is required to 
have you off the hill I will come 
up.” Olds said. “The (gymnasi­ 
um) site will not be moved." 
The protesters, led by a group 
called the May 4 Coalition, have 
vowed to block construction on 
grounds the site should be left 
untouched as a memorial to the 
four students killed and nine 
wounded by Ohio N ational 
Guard gunfire. 
The population of Tent City 
has swelled from about 30 or 40 
on May 14 when it was set up to 
more than 100 
A university 
spokesman said KSU lawyers 
were preparing an injunction 
proceeding to clear the site. 
The spokesman also said 
there might also be a special 
meeting of the trustees “to 
review the overall situation." 
Olds spoke to the protesters 
with a bullhorn they brought 
with them, but one student 
finally snatched it out of his 
hands He went back into the 
building shaking 
"F ear is a terrible thing,” he 
said "It paralyzes judgement 
and makes ordinary people into 
vicious 
and 
irresponsible 
people It’s a sad, sad thing that 
we learn so little from the past.

Car Makers 
Set June 
Sales Mark 
DETROIT (U PI) — June was 
a record month in all respects 
for Detroit and foreign auto­ 
m akers as Americans in a 
buying mood pushed new car 
sales above the 1 million mark 
for a fourth straight month. 
Pointing out the strengthen­ 
ing US. economy, Americans 
bought 5.8 million new cars in 
the first six months of 1977. 
In d u stry 
executives 
a re 
predicting the year will go 
down as the second best ever, 
just missing the 11.4 million 
cars sold in 1973. 
Figures released Wednesday 
show ed com bined sales of 
1,115,870 cars in June, up by 
nearly 17 per cent from the 
955,000 cars sold in June, 1976, 
when the industry was begin­ 
ning to recover from a two-year 
slump. 
General Motors, with sales of 
530,949 in June, recorded its 
best single month in history, 
and the four US. autom akers 
recorded their first monthly 
sales record since September, 
1973 — the month before the 
start of the Arab oil embargo. 
Theysold919,142cars,upll per 
cent from a year ago. 
GM jumped 17 per cent and 
Ford 1 per cent, while Chrysler 
slipped 0.5 per 
cent 
and 
American Motors, 23.5 per cent. 
Imports, mostly the small 
economy models, grabbed a 
record 196,728 sales, up 56 per 
cent from last June to take 17.6 
per cent of total sales. It was 
the fourth straight monthly 
sales mark for the imports. 
Analysts said the strong sales 
for four straight months were 
the result of a combination of 
factors, including the promise 
of higher prices on the 1978 
models this fall. 
“F irst off, the economy is 
rebounding 
and 
consum er 
confidence is high,” one Detroit 
analyst said. “Besides that, 
there is the strong push for fuel 
economy that is really boosting 
the imports as well as the 
sm aller 
American 
products. 
‘T here still is that near­ 
record demand for the big cars 
because all people hear is that 
there won’t be any large cars in 
another couple of years,”

Amendment 
On Meetings 


COLUMBIANA - A proposed 
amendment to the Ohio Con­ 
stitution dealing with the right 
of the state’s citizens to hold 
public town meetings with legal 
clout was approved Tuesday by 
the Fairfield Township Board 
of Trustees, meeting at the 
township hall here 
The amendment will not be 
pursued by the trustees unless 
public support for the idea 
develops, according to board 
president Wilmer Swope of 
Beeson Mill Rd. He said the 
trustees have found the consti 
tution’s general promise of 
redress of grievance by petition 
doesn’t mean much, for no 
practical 
application 
is 
provided for in the document. 
The amendment drafted by 
the trustees would amplify the 
Ohio bill of rights’ provisions 
for freedom of assembly and 
petition. It would guarantee the 
citizens’ rights to call a meeting 
by petition, and would insure 
that 
directives 
from 
the 
meeting would be acted upon by 
representatives "in a sincere 
and honest manner,” Swope 
said. 
He said at present only gov­ 
ernment agencies or bodies 
may call meetings. He said the 
trustees see the town meeting 
as a provision for "extreme 
situations."

When we senioragers were 
young, the United States was 
truly a land of opportunity. The 
words “free enterprise” really 
described 
the 
econom ic 
system. 
A 
poor 
boy 
could 
become rich a la Horatio Alger. 
During most of the first half of 
this 
century, 
native-born 
Americans dared to leave their 
jobs and strike out on their own, 
as small businessmen, artisans 
and small farmers. 


Alas, a great many of these 
private businesses failed to 
survive the Depression, or were 
bought up by larger firms. By 
the end of World War II, the 
significant 
areas 
of 
the 
economy were in the hands of 
the big corporations. 
Large 
chains took over retailing. Big 
departm ent stores put the 
“momma and papa” food and 
specialty stores out of business. 


Mergers brought together the 
basic 
sectors of 
production 
from steel to transportation to 
public utilities. Agri-business 
reduced the number of family 
farms The “free enterprise" 
system, as we knew it, was 
frayed around the edges. The 
concept of competition 
was 
eroded 
Product 
quality 
declined. Prices were set or 
“adm inistered” 
by 
the 
dominant corporation in the 
critical areas in which life and 
comfort were sustained. 


We seniors, of course, are 
justly proud of the productive 
capacity of our country. We 
enjoy many com forts’ that 
weren’t around in our younger 
days We know that we con­ 
tributed more than our share to 
our nation’s growth. Many of 
us, therefore, consider our­ 
selves “conservatives,” both 
ideologically and 
politically.. 
We accept the status quo. 
But the status quo is not 
working very well for older 
A m e ric a n s._ C o n serv a tiv e 
principles aim to expand the 
power 
and 
profit 
of 
the 
dominant corporations. Social 
services reduce profits by in­ 
creasing corporate taxes. The 
effort of the conservative 
movements is to limit social 
services by reducing the money 
allotted to social projects. 
When, for example, Lockheed 
Aircraft was 
in 
financial 
straits, a loan was forthcoming. 
New York City, 
in similar 
trouble, was helped only on 
condition that social services 
would be cut. Education, police 
protection, medical facilities 
and other “people’’ assistance 
was reduced. 
Senior activists believe that 
the business of government is 
people, 
not 
business, 
not 
profits. This is the opposite of 
conservatism, as expressed by 
Calvin Coolidge’s line, 
“the 
business 
of 
Am erica 
is 
business.” Ours is not essen- 


tially a 
political position. 
Partisan politics is not our 
concern 
Both major parties 
carry out the mandates of 
people as expressed through 
the elected administration and 
the Congress. What moves us is 
the 
humanity 
or 
lack 
of 
humanity of elected officials. 
A tilt toward conservative 
thinking costs us dearly. The 
majority of elder citizens are 
poor. We live on fixed incomes. 
Social-m inded 
governm ent 
pushes toward more help to 
make life safer, more com­ 
fortable, more dignified for 
senors. Conservative govern­ 
ment gives us as little as 
possible. 
It is clear that under conser­ 
vative political dominance the 
drive for profit demands sac­ 
rifice by people. 
We older 
Americans are no longer per­ 
mitted to work. We do not 
contribute by our labor to the 
making of profit by the cor­ 
porations. Services to the aging 
are therefore cdnsidered a 
threat to the free enterprise 
system. When we claim credit 
for opr years of work before 
retirem ent, we are asked, 
“What have you done for us 
lately?" Logic demands that 
older Americans stop thinking 
and voting as conservatives. 
Of course, if you don’t agree, 
it’s your privilege to disregard 
this column. Don’t bother to 
read it.

WASHINGTON - It takes a 
considerable time for news to

In a fair fight at the Oklahoma 
Conference of Women, the 
w om en’s libbers were out- 
maneuvered, out-thought, and 
out-hustled.

Abzug's 
complacent legionnaires 
had 
scheduled a nicely rigged 
conference, prepackaged with 
nicely rigged resolutions, at 
which a nicely rigged slate of 
delegates would be elected to 
the national conference in 
Houston next November. 
Ho-ho-ho 
When the dust 
settled that Saturday night in 
Stillwater, little remained but a 
scene of dreadful carnage. The 
surviving libbers had fled in 
disarray. The victorious anti- 
Hhbers had boarded buses to 
take them 
back 
home 
to 
church 
Let us have a word of back­ 
ground Acting from the kind of 
well-intentioned impulse that is 
known to every politician, for­ 
mer President Ford in 1975 
created a National Commission 
on the Observance of Interna­ 
tional Women’s Year Congress 
subsequently 
provided 
legis­ 
lative authorization. President 
Carter in April reconstituted 
the Ford Commission and 
named Ms. Abzug chairperson 
The commission’s first order of 
business was to sanction a 
separate women's conference 


in every state and territory. 
At the last count, 46 of these 
conferences had been 
held. 
Most of them, if I am correctly 
advised, have gone according 
to script. The participating 
ladies have dutifully elected the 
right delegates and adopted the 
right resolutions, principally 
resolutions in support of the 
pending Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment, and the unwelcom e 
dissenters, like so many flies at 
a formal dinner, have been 
swatted into silent submission. 
It didn’t work that way in 
Oklahoma. Thanks in part to 
the skill and energy of two de­ 
termined women, Anne Bowker 
of Tulsa and Diane Edmondson 
of Broken Arrow, the Oklahoma 
libbers bit the dust. They went 
to work early in May, just as 
soon as the Stillwater confer­ 
ence was scheduled. They saw 
that the registration rules had 
been rigged. The idea was to fix 
a deadline of noon on Friday. 
Anyone who registered after 
that hour could observe, but 
could not vote at Saturday’s 
plenary session. 
Mrs. Bowker and Mrs. Ed­ 
mondson complained to the na­ 
tional office in Washington that 
the rule would discriminate 
against working women and 
housewives who could attend 
only on Saturday. Behold! The 
unsuspecting national office 
cordially went along with a 
revised rule that would permit 
Saturday morning registrants 
to participate fully. 
Came the dawn. From as far 
away as Guymon, Boise City 
and Texhoma, out in the Pan­ 
handle; from as far south as 
Altus and Lawton, Durant and 
Broken Bow, the buses began to 
roll. Most of the organizing had 
been .done 
through 
local 
churches. Some o# the louses left 
at 1 or 2 o’clock in the morning 


By 7 A.M., as Mrs. Bowker de­ 
scribes it, “500 good Christian 
ladies were waiting quietly in 
line at the Stuaent Union 
Building of Oklahoma State 
University.” 
The libbers 
were aghast 
More 
buses 
arrived. 
There 
were reports of hysterics. Lan­ 
guage was heard more suited to 
stevedores and 
to hockey 
players than to gentle ladies. In 
the end, the 200 libbers rumped 
off to the theater within the 
Student Union. The thousand 
anti-libbers took over the ball­ 
room. That was the final score, 
says Mrs. Bowker; Christians 
1,000; Lions 200. 
The Oklahoma Conference 
then proceeded to adopt some 
marvelously unscripted resolu- 
tions of its own, beginning with 
a resolution AGAINST the 
ERA. The ladies adopted a 
resolution calling homemaking 
“the most vital and rewarding 
of careers for women." They 
defeated resolutions proposing 
increased federal spending on 
women’s causes. They refused 
to endorse federally funded 
child care and day care centers 
They 
took 
up 
18 
prepared 
resolutions calling for the gov­ 
ernment to enforce equal credit 
and equal em ploym ent for 
women, and defeated all 18 in a 
single vote. 
Then the Oklahoma Confer­ 
ence elected its own slate of 22 
delegates to Houston, including 
a black, an Indian, a couple of 
high school dropouts, a medical 
doctor, a woman newspaper 
editor, a young mother ana so 
on. The libbers have mounted a 
furious 
challenge, 
so 
a 
credentials fight is assured in 
November. Ms. Abzug should 
be 
forewarned: 
Those 
Oklahoma buses will be rolling 
again. 


NEW YORK - The first tiny, 
but bold, step on the long road 
out of the United Nations has 
been taken by an angry Ameri­ 
can delegation to a UN spe­ 
cialized agency — a frustrated 
delegation finally in revolt 
against buying the spiked shoes 
for Arab, African and Commu­ 
nist blocs to bloody and boot the 
U>S. publicly, passionately and 
derisively. 
That’s the bottom line of this 
story. These delegates have 
just returned from the 63rd an­ 
nual world conference of the 
International Labor Organiza­ 
tion in overcrowded, over­ 
priced , 
co m m ercia lized 
Geneva, Switzerland. 
For example; there for three 
weeks the U.S., which has been 
assessed $42 million in dues as 
its 25 per cent share of the ILO’s 
new biennial budget, was 
assaulted by the Panamanian 
representative as a colonial 
exploiter and by the gentleman 
from the Somali Democratic 
Republic, a torturous Marxist 
dictatorship, as an imperialist 
nation which could get the hell 
out of the ILO and no one would 
care. 
Somalia pays $34 a week in 
dues. 
The Panamanian delegate, 
Angel Gomez, and the East 
African from Somali (now 
invading democratic Kenya) 
and scores like them who at­ 
tend for the hors d’oeuvres, the 
free whiskey, the expensive 
hotel rooms and some gay 
living as 
well 
as 
for 
the 
pleasure of blasting the U.S., 
were cheered by the Cubans, 
the Soviets and the rest of the 
Communist bloc. 
There were other abuses 
during the three-week world 
assembly. Like the absolute 
disregard of due process and 
violation of the ILO constitu­ 
tion. It was written in 1919 
(under the League of Nations) 
by 
a 
com m ission 
whose 


chairman was the then AFL 
president Samuel Gompers. 
To the Arab-African-Soviet 
and Group of 77 coalition, due 
process and everything capital­ 
ist or non-collectivist went out 
with pterodactyls. But I’ll get to 
the maneuverings in a minute. 
It's vital to report that during 
the June ILO world assembly 
the anti-democratic 
Marxist 
coalition so brutalized the U.S.

We may well quit 
the ILO on Nov. 5, 1977. This is 
the deadline for the end of the 
mandatory two-year notice of 
departure given the ILO on 
Nov. 5, 1975 by ex-Secretary of 
State Kissinger. 
Thus the U.S. took the first 
small but hardly mincing step 
out of the UN. 
When we refused to pledge 
our millions of dollars insiders 
predicted “this may well be the 
end of the ILO."

UN agency. It 
uld pull the 
underpinnings 
the United 
Nations itself — since de­ 
meaning of the U.S. in the ILO 
is merely an echo of what hap­ 
pens daily in the big glass house 
over on the East River. 
What finally angered the U.S. 
governm ent-labor-industry 
delegation in Geneva was the 
deliberate drubbing given us by 
what’s been callea “the tyran­ 
nical majority” of the 135 mem­ 
ber nations of the ILO in sheer 
disdainful disregard of the 
A m ericans’ 
plea 
for 
due 
process. 
All this began during the 
ILO's 1974 annual June con­ 
gress. Led by the Arab bloc the 
Marxist 
coalition 
forced 
through a resolution condemn­ 
ing Israel for alleged exploita­ 
tion of and discrim ination 
against Arab workers on the 
We 


occupied territories. There was 
Of course no mention of the big 
standing 
Soviet 
army 
in 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hun­ 
gary or East Germany or 
verifiable 
Soviet 
slave-labor 
camps. 
And then the Marxist major­ 
ity disregarded the ILO con­ 
stitution which called for sub­ 
m itting resolutions through 
channels.

There 
is something in the water out 
there that does it to them 
Walpole, who lives in Marin 
County, just wrote me a letter 
explaining why 
people 
in 
Northern California are going 
off their rockers. 
"We 
were 
told,” 
wrote 
Walpole, “that there was a 
drought up here and we had to 
conserve on water. So we did 
exactly what they asked us to. 
We rationed our bath water, we 
stopped watering our lawns, we 
even thought twice before 
flushing the toilet 
When it 
came to water conservation we 
rose to the challenge 
“We were a dirty, but proud 
people. We had ‘ring around the 
collar,’ but it was a small price 
to pay for saving the most 
precious liquid known to man. 
“Our wives hung up their 
laundry with ’tattletale gray’ 
but the neighbors never told 
them they were using the wrong 
detergent. We drank wine in­ 
stead of water, we swam in 
swimming 
pools 
filled with 
algae. Our children wore stains 
on their clothes to school, and 
learned to brush their teeth 
only once a day We learned the 
true meaning of the war-time 
slogan. Take a shower with a 
triend.’ 


"So what happened9 The first 
thing they did was raise our 
water rates 


"When I called up the water 
department to find out why, the 
man replied, ‘Because people 
are using much less water and 
our revenues are down. We had 
to raise our rates to com­ 
pensate for the lost income 
caused by the conservation 
measure we put into effect.’ 
"I said to him ‘You mean to 
tell me the less water we use 
the more we have to pav for 
it9’ ” 
" That should be obvious to 
anyone,’ he said in a huff 
‘Somebody has to pay for the 
water the people don’t use.’ 
“ ‘But that’s crazy,’ I yelled 
at him ‘You people told us to 
cut down on water and we did 
Now you say we have to be 
penalized for doing without it.’

“Well, it hasn’t been easy on 
any of us,” Walpole continued 
in his letter 
“Once you’re 
hooked on water conservation 
it’s hard to get off it. I’ve got the 
lawn hoses going all day long, 
the water is now running in the 
tub, and we’re washing our 
clothes three times a day. I 
doubt if it wilt be enough to use 
up our allotment in time for our 
next water bill. But we’re doing 
the best we can. 
‘The last thing I want to do is 
be fined for saving water that 
the district has to sell us if it 
wants to stay in business.”

Blanchard to do something 
about it immediately. Meaning, 
get the Israelis out of the occu­ 
pied territories. Military action 
hardly is in the jurisdiction of 
the ILO, which was created to 
give democratic governments, 
management and labor a free 
enterprise arena in which to co­ 
operate. 
For several years now Israel 
has been ready to present its 
views. And last month the 
American delegation merely 
sought to have it all go through 
due process. Give it to a com­ 
mittee of specialists. Let them 
investigate. After all, the ILO 
invented 
fact-finding 
and 
ponciliation. 
The technical U.S. strategy 
last month was to get the whole 
matter properly examined by 
moving the discussion to the 
Standing Orders Committee. 
But the body into which the 
Marxist coalition maneuvered 
the resolution was something 
called the conference’s Struc­ 
ture Committee which they 
control There, it was bottled 
up 
Thus, 
the old 
anti-Israeli 
resolution, pushed through in 
1974 without due process, 
without 
due 
com m ittee 
hearings or probes as called for 
by the constitution, still holds 
as the opinion of the ILO. 
In' preparation for the recent 
global 
ILO 
conference, 
the 
Marxist coalition left nothing to 
chance. First, in March the 
Arab labor ministers met in 
Cairo. They worked out the 
strategy for stonewalling the 
U.S. They then passed their 
game plan on to the African 
labor ministers who met later 
in Tripoli, Libya 
Then both 
blocs went to the official Group 


ILO. Their chief.delegate is the 
articulate Charles Smith whio, 
talking for himself, says we 
must leave. 
The AFL-CIO agrees. So do 
the governm ent representa­ 
tives.

The Election Board will 
discuss the use of the new 
system — amounting to a trial 
under actual election conditions 
Sadat Warns 
Israel On 
Atomic Bomb 


By United Press International 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat, in the midst of a major 
Middle East peace initiative, 
says Israel has an atom bomb 
but threatened to “ finish off” 
the Jewish state if such a 
weapon is used in a new Middle 
East war. 
Sadat's statement came as 
Egypt and Israel seemed in 
agreement 
over 
when 
to 
resume the Geneva peace 
conference, a move that had led 
President Carter to say a Arab- 
Israeli peace agreement could 
be realized “ within the next 
number of months.” 
Israel and Egypt have agreed 
on an Oct. 10 date for resump­ 
tion of the Geneva peace talks, 
but have not 
resolved 
the 
crucial question of Palestinian 
representation at the talks. 
Carter’s optimism was coun­ 
tered by former Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon, who told 
U PI in an exclusive interview 
that “ irresponsible” demands 
on Israel by the United States 
and other Western nations 
made peace less likely. 
He referred to repeated calls 
by 
Carter 
and 
European 
Common Market nations for 
Israeli withdrawal from oc­ 
cupied Arab lands, which 
hardline Prime Minister Mena- 
hem Begin has said is im­ 
possible. 
“ I have certain information 
that Israel possesses an atom 
bomb,” Saaat told reporters 
Wednesday on a flight to Cairo 
from Morocco, where he had 
met with King Hassan. 
“ If Israel uses these weapons 
against us, we may lose 1 
million Egyptians, 
but 
39 
million will survive,” he said 
“ My plan is to destroy 1 million 
Israelis in return for the 1 
million Egyptians killed. 
“ In my opinion, this will 
finish off Israel.” 
In Washington, Carter told a 
group of Am erican Jew ish 
leaders, "M y overriding pur­ 
pose and goal in the Middle 
East is permanent peace and 
the security of Israel. 
“ I know all of you share that 
hope, which is not I think 
beyond the bounds of realiza­ 
tion within the next number of 
months,” he said. He did not 
elaborate.

Kruegel and Council’s finance 
committee to receive a loan 
from a local bank against the 
anticipated grant 
Council is 
expected to take action at its

Tuesday on 
payment to Ahmet Sipahioglu 
and Associates of East Pales­ 
tine, an engineering firm which 
had been doing planning work 
for the project 
The letter of credit 
will 
enable Kreugel and Council’s 


finance committee to receive a 
loan from a local bank against 
the anticipated grant.

D EA R R E A D E R - In 
general both males and 
females are sexual creatures 
from birth to death. How this 
is expressed depends upon 
many social and psychological 
factors. Health is also a fac­ 
tor 
However, an elderly 
woman dying of cancer of the 
breast, and receiving male 
hormone to help control the 
cancer may still have an 
overwhelming sex desire. 
Sexual desire of a man for 
one particular woman may 
vary in relation to their more 
basic relationship. If he is 
bored, or if the couple have 
basic problems the desire for 
sex in that situation may dis­ 
appear 
Being impotent is not the 
same thing as not having any 
sexual interest. Relatively 
young diabetic men may be 
impotent because of damage 
to the nerves that control the 
mechanical aspects of sex.

Your wife is not behaving nor­ 
mally. nor is she fulfilling the 
role of a wife The reason may 
be related to you or she may 
have more basic problems 
So my advice is for all of 
you to see a psychiatrist. If

“ Coffee sales are dow n about 
25 per cent." said Sam Gregg, 
President of Morrison and 
McCluan Inc., a grocery sup­ 
plier in Canonsburg, Pa 
“ It’s 
the old story of supply and 
demand. If the consumer keeps 
balking, the prices are going to 
come down.” 
In New York City, Consumer 
Affairs Commissioner Elinor 
Guggenheimer, who called for 
a nationwide coffee boycott last 
December, said retail prices 
have dropped in her city for the 
first time in 29 weeks because 
of “ consumer resistance.” She 
said 
one area 
supermarket 
chain reported sales down 32 
per cent. 
Inmates in New York City 
jails still are served coffee only 
once a day, three days a week, 
because of soaring prices, and 
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at least one corrections officer 
has taken the idea home with 
him 
“ It's rationed at my house,’’ 
he said. “ This is a luxury. How 
much is a gallon of gasoline — 
70 cenfk9 For the cost of a 
pound of coffee, I can buy six 
gallons of gasoline and go a 
hundred miles 
I 
can get 
something out of the travel 
more than I can get out of 
coffee. 
"Maybe I'll see something 
beautiful...” 
Paul Cifrino of the Massa­ 
chusetts Retail F<x)d Stores 
Association said what he sees is 
a cut in consumption plus a hit 
of hoarding by housewives who 
clip pennies-off coupons and 
stalk supermarket specials as 
never before. 
He said, ‘They buy more and 
drink a little less because they 
feel they are making an in­ 
vestment." 


Mrs. Paula Arnold, of Dan­ 
vers, Mass., appeared to be a 
case in point. “ I have several 
jars stashed away,” she said, 
adding. “ I ’d drink a lot less 
coffee if I didn’t have my 
coupons." . 


In Brazil, Parana 
State 
Agriculture Secretary 
Paulo 
Carneiro worried about 
the 
increasingly sullen market. 


“ If we aggravate the con­ 
sumers 
with 
exhorbitant 
prices, a 
reduction of con­ 
sumption might occur and that 
would not be desirable,” he 
said But he said Brazil never

Lawyer, 100, 
Recalls Days 
Of Sixgun 


A M ARILLO , Tex. (U P I) - 
The sidewalks were wooden 
and cowboys fired their six- 
shooters in the downtown 
streets when S E Fish started 
practicing 
law 
in 
this 
■Panhandle city. 
Today the sidewalks are 
paved and the cowboys’ bursts 
of enthusiasm with a pistol are 
relegated to the open ranges 
But Fish, 100, still practices 
law 
He has also served as special 
judge in surrounding communi­ 
ties so many times that he has 
earned the informal title of 
“ judge.” And the state Bar of 
Texas 
this 
past 
weekend 
honored him for “ untiring 
contributions to the 
legal 
profession.” 
Why hasn’t a man who will 
turn ioi in August ever turned 
in his law books for a rocking 
chair9 
“ I never wanted to. That 
daw) is the only thing to do. I 
would go crazy sitting around 
doing nothing ” 
Fish earned his law degree 
from the University of Mis­ 
souri. then moved to Amarillo 
to earn money “ to pay off 
debts" in the early 1900s He 
was a school principal until he 
bought into a law practice in 
1909 and finally had a practice 
by himself in 1913. 
He’s always practiced civil 
law. “ I don’t pretend to know 
very much about crim inal 
law,” he said in a telephone 
interview at his office. 
Speaking in a slow, raspy 
voice, 
he 
said 
his 
biggest 
criticism of the judicial system 
today was choosing 
federal 
jurors at random, rather than 
by a special selection commit­ 
tee as they did in the early 
1900s 
“ Now 
I 
don’t 
like 
that 
because you sometimes get 
stung by men who are not 
qualified.” 
Fish, who rides the bus to 
work most days, said he doesn’t 
think many clients have shied 
away because of his age. “ In 
the last year and a half, I've 
had two very important cases

I ’m 
not 
overrun 
with 
business. 
“ You’d be surprised at the 
number of my clients that have 
died. Dozens of them were 
along my age, they’re all dead 
and gone.

$498,000 Budget 


The Perry Township trustees 
Tuesday night approved the 
proposed 
1978 
township 
operating budget and accepted 
a bid from the Ohio Edison Co. 
to provide street lighting for 
another 10-year period. 
Clerk Howard Schaefer will 
submit the proposed budget, 
totaling $498,000, to the Colum­ 
biana County Budget Commis­ 
sion for its approval before July 
20. Later, the trustees will be 
called in to discuss the budget 
request. 
The 1978 budget request is up 
nearly $70,000 over the 1977 
figure, according to Schaefer. 
The largest category for 
expenditures is the road and 
bridge fund, a total of $70,000. 
Of that figure, $25,000 is pro­ 
posed for road maintenance, 
while $17,500 is proposed for 
road 
improvements. 
The 
remainder would go to personal 
services. 
Federal revenue sharing 
expenditures are set at $65,000, 
while the proposed general fund 
calls for estimated expendi­ 
tures of $39,250, including $35,- 
000 for administrative personal 
services. ' 
Police expenditures were 
proposed at $30,000, while the 
fire district expenditures were 
set at $15,000. the major portion 
of which would be paid to the 
city of Salem for a fire protec­ 
tion contract. 
The township is anticipating 
delivery of a new fire truck, 
which will be paid for with 1977 


federal revenue sharing funds 
Zoning expenses in the pro­ 
posed budget total $4,100 
The trustees okayed a bid 
from Ohio Edison, the only bid 
submitted, for renewal of a 10- 
year contract for street lighting 
in 
Brookview 
Manor 
and 
various street intersections. 
The bid figures were the 
same as the original cost 10 
years 
ago, 
according 
to 
Schaefer Some 12 lights are in 
the Brookview area, with a cost 
of $3.80 per month per unit. 
Some 29 lights are set at 
various intersections, with a 
total cost of $189.20 per month 
Cost for operation of the inter­ 
section lights ranges from $4.80 
to $6.80 per month per unit, he 
said 
The zoning officer’s June 
report showed total receipts of 
$745 28

dwellings, and one each for a 
professional building, an indus­ 
trial storage building, a carport 
and for aluminum siding.

The w eather forecasting 
system described by Robert 
Eby, 
superintendent 
of 
outlaying farms of the Ohio 
A gricultural R esearch and 
Development Center (OARD- 
C) 
in 
Wooster. 
He 
said 
although farm specialists still 
haven’t agreed on actually 
making weather (golfers’ and

irreconsilable), they have 
succeeded in coming up with a 
plant to “do something about 
it.” 
Local OARDC branch farm 
m anager Clifford Morrison 
and his colleagues at other 
branch farms in Ohio will be 
telephoning weather data at 8 
a.m. daily, as will major 
airports in Ohio and other 
stations in the other four 
cooperating 
states 
of 
Michigan, Kentucky, Indiana 
and Illinois. The information 
will include maximum and 
minimum temperatures, dew 
point, characteristics (cloudy, 
sunny) and rainfall, and will 
probably be expanded to in­ 
clude humidity, barometric 
f 
iressure and soil temperature 
rom all points in coming 
months. 
Eby said all the data will, be 
tabulated at a central point at 
Purdue University in Indiana. 
A gricultural specialists, in 
conjunction with the U. S. 
Weather Service, will then 
issue forecasts, advisories for 
special farming procedures 
affected by the weather and 
bulletins 
for 
especially 
hazardous conditions such as 
floods, blizzards, freezes or 
heat waves. 
No station in Youngstown or 
Salem has yet begun carrying 
the new agricultural weather 
forecasts, issued twice daily 
without charge to any station, 
Eby said, so he taped the 
morning’s broadcast from a 
Wooster station for the local 
farmers. 
After a usual forecast, the 


commentator on the taped 
m essage 
projected 
the 
possibility of field work, and 
discussed the dry down factor 
on wheat, citing specific 
moisture per centages as being 
ready by the afternoon for 
harvesting.

Thursday looked like the best 
day of the next several for 
spraying, considering times of 
wind die-down, humidity and 
possibility of spore tra n ­ 
smission.

This sum m er, your tracto r’s 
cooling system will take a real 
beating. If your cooling system 
fails, 
you are 
risking 
the 
chance of having to pay for a 
m ajor overhaul. Many people 
overlook this sytem, but it may 
be the most im portant part of 
your tractor. 
There are three m ain parts 
in the system which are prone 
to w ear out — the w ater pump, 
therm ostat and radiator. Dirt 
and weeds will get stuck in the 
radiator and keep the air from 
circulating around the cores 
properly. 
To clean 
foreign 
m aterial from the radiator, 
use a high-pressure hose to 
spray w ater from the back of 
the radiator out the front. 
If you find it necessary to 
clean rust from inside the 
cooling sy stem , th ere are 
many products on the m arket

Are Painful Threat 


to do the job. Once it is 
cleaned, fill it with distilled 
w ater and antifreeze. If the 
an tifree ze used 
does 
not 
contain a lubricant, this ad­ 
ditive should be poured in as 
well. 
Check your w ater 
pump 
belts and see if they need to be 
replaced or tightened, taking 
care not to get them too tight — 
o v ertightening 
w ill 
cause 
destruction of the bearings in 
the pump. 
Malfunctioning therm ostats 
should

COLUMBUS - “Leaflets 
three, let it be” is the old 
saying people have used to 
warn their children against 
poison ivy. And, it will work 
today. Just keep in mind the 
characteristic three leaflets 
and that the flowers and fruit 
are always in clusters on 
slender stem s that originate in 
the axis of the leaves. Fruits 
usually have a white, waxy 
appearance and ordinarily are 
not hairy; however, they may 
be, in some forms. Also, the 
plants do not always flower 
and bear fruit. 
Elton M. Smith, Extension 
horticulturist at The Ohio State 
University, tells us that poison 
ivy grows in several forms; (1) 
woody vines attached to trees 
or objects for support, 
(2) 
erect woody shrubs without 
support, and 
(3) 
trailin g 
shrubs, mostly on the ground. 
Usually, it is found in the 
vine form, he says. Poison ivy 
may flourish in the woods, any 
place where soil moisture is 
plentiful, or in very dry sites 
on the most exposed hillsides. 
Mostly, the plants are seen 
along fence rows, edges of 
paths and roadways, over rock 
walls and climbing posts and 
trees. It is not unusual to find 
poison ivy in the home land­ 
scape among tree, shrubs and 
perennial flower gardens. 
THE 
SKIN 
irrita n t 
of 
poison ivy is found in all parts 
of the plant, including roots 
and fruit, with the greatest 
amount in the sap. Poisoning is 
u sually, 
but 
not 
alw ays, 
caused by contact with some 
part of the plant. A very small 
q u an tity of the poisonous 
su b stan ce 
is 
cap ab le 
of 
producing 
sev e re 
in­ 
flam m ation of the skin and can 
easily be transferred from one 
object to another. Clothing 
m ay becom e contam inated 
and 
is often a 
source of 
prolonged infection. Dogs and 


cats, after touching the plant, 
can transmit the poison to 
humans. Smoke from burning 
plants will carry the toxin and 
has been reported to cause 
severe cases of poisoning. 
You can control poison ivy 
by m echanical means or With 
herbicides. When the soil is 
soft, following rains, roots can 
be dug and pulled out in long 
pieces. If roots break off in the 
ground, sprouting usually 
occurs from the remaining 
sections. 
E rad ica tio n 
by 
grubbing is permanent if well 
done; however, care should be 
taken to avoid contdct with the 
plants. Clothing, including the 
gloves, should be w ashed 
thoroughly or burned after 
use, Smith says. 
POISON 
IVY 
VINES 
climbing on trees should be cut 
at the base and as m any as 
possible pulled away from the 
tree. Roots and stems removed 
in 
grubbing 
should 
be 
destroyed 
since 
the 
dry 
m ate ria l 
is 
alm ost 
as 
poisonous as the fresh. Con­ 
stant mowing or cutting of 
young shoots will deplete the 
stored food supply in the roots. 
This must be continued until 
the plants are killed. 
Herbicides may be used to 
kill the plants. The herbicide 
2,4-D, sprayed on the foliage 
kills the leaves and may kill 
the 
roots; 
how ever, 
if 
regrowth occurs, re-treat as 
needed. The ester form of 2,4-D 
a c ts 
m ore 
quickly, 
p a r­ 
ticularly on woody plants. 
Amino triazole, sold under at 
least two brand nam es, is 
p a rticu la rly 
effective 
in 
controlling 
poison 
ivy, 
especially in late spring or 
early sum m er. If necessary, 
re-treat when leaves are fully 
expanded.

‘Tim e is going to come’’ 
he said “ when somebody tells 
you ‘you can’t do that’ ” to a 
farmer growing corn up and 
down a hill, a practice which 
results in excessive soil loss 
through erosion.

One of the most valuable 
materials a gardener can use 
is compost. This is basically 
decayed plant material simi­ 
lar to the humus found on the 
forest floor. Composting is an 
excellent way to turn garbage 
and refuse into a useful sub­ 
stance. Among the things used 
in a compost pile are grass 
clippings, 
leaves, 
kitchen 
trim m ings, 
weeds, 
hay, 
sawdust, 
straw, 
shredded 
paper, wood ashes, coffee 
grounds, and eggshells. Your 
garden will provide pea vines, 
cabbage leaves, corn husks, 
bean and pea pods, though 
season, and in late fall you can 
compost the remains of your 
vegetable plants. 
The best size for a compost 
pile is an area four feet by six 
feet. To support it you can use 
snow fencing or make walls of 
boards or concrete blocks. It 
should be in a shady place. 
Start the pile by spreading a 
layer of refuse six to eight 
inches thick over the area. 
Next spread a one inch layer of 
soil and 
manure over the 
refuse. 
About two cups of fertilizer 
(either chemical or organic 
like blood meal) should be 
sprinkled on top. This provides 
the bacteria with the nitrogen 
they need to do there work. A 
cupful of lime applied to each 
layer will reduce acidity, and 
aid the decomposing process 
as well. Wet the fertilizer layer 
just enough to disperse the 
chemicals through the layer. 
Now you can repeat the refuse 
and soil layers until the pile is 
four or five feet tall. 


W H EN YOU FIN ISH one 
pile, start a second and then a 
third. In this way you will have 
compost steadily developing. 
It is best to cover the pile with 
plastic to keep it moist, and to 
prevent heavy rains from 
leaching out nutrients. 
After three weeks the pile 
should be turned, and again in 
five weeks. On the average the 
compost will be ready to use in 
three months. If you shred the 
refuse or use only fresh green 
material, the compost will be 
ready 
sooner. 
Sawdust, 
prunings, dried weeds, and 
wood chips will take much 
longer to decay. If you use 
grass clippings, be sure to mix 
them well with the other ma­ 
terials. If they are added in a 
mass, they will putrify and 
stink up the yard They will 
also become a breeding ground 
for flies. 
W H EN TH E M A T ER IA LS 
are decaying rapidly, espe­ 
cially when they are in shred­ 
ded form, the pile can heat up 


to 170 degrees. This is enough 
to kill most weed seeds. If the 
pile is turned every few days 
and watered so it can heat 
again, the decomposing time 
will be shortened to a few 
weeks. You can also built a 
compost pile by merely piling 
up refuse, with no soil layers, 
or fertilizer or even a support. 
You don’t even have to turn it 
However the decomposing 
process will not be as efficient, 
and it will take kmger to 
produce compost. 
Compost is ready to use 
when it is dark born, and 
breaks up readily when turned 
over. It acts as a combination 
fertilizer and soil conditioner. 
Because compost is made in 
relatively small amounts, it is 
better to use it in the row 
rather than broadcasting it 
over the entire garden. When 
making compost, you are es­ 
sentially killing two birds with 
one stone, since you are 
disposing of garbage and pro­ 
ducing a useful substance at 
the same time.

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You Can Preserve Land 
For Others To Enjoy 


COLUM BUS — If you own 
some land where you have 
enjoyed outdoor recreation or 
beautiful scenery, you may 
want to have it preserved as 
open space for others to enjoy 
in 
the future. 
There are 
several ways you can do this, 
some of which may give you 
tax advantages. 
The two most common ways 
to preserve land and open 
space for outdoor recreation 
and parks or for scientific or 
scenic 
purposes are con­ 
servation easements or gifts, 
says John Pierce. Extension 
specialist 
in 
outdoor 
recreation resource at The 
Ohio State University. He 
believes these hold some ex­ 
cellent opportunities both for 
the landowner and the outdoor 
and 
conservation-minded 
public. 
In 
the 
conservation 
easement, the owner keeps 
possession of the land while 
taking steps to save it from 
present and future develop­ 
ment. 
A 
conservation 
easement is essentially a 
means by which the owner of 
land 
can transfer 
the 
development rights of the land 
to a qualified non-profit con­ 
servation agency such as 
Nature Conservancy or a 
governmental 
agency 
— a 
park 
district, 
recreation 
department or the state 
According to Pierce, the 
conservation easement does 
not itself open the land to the 
public, but it does guarantee 
the land will be maintained in 
its natural or “ wild" state. The 
easement is essentially the 
“ sa le ” 
of 
certain 
rights 


(development) and this is 
recorded on the deed. In effect, 
this 
controls 
subsequent 
owners and restricts future 
changes of the property that 
might adversely effect its 
“ natural” character 
Con­ 
servation 
easements 
are 
sometimes related to real 
estate tax breaks because of 
lower "highest and best-use” 
appraisals 
T H E 
"L A N D 
G IF T ” is 
essentially that — giving the 
land 
for 
conservation, 
preservation or parks through 
the donation of the deed What 
many people fail to realize, 
says Pierce, is that the tax 
laws of our nation actually 
encourage 
individuals 
or 
corporation to donate private 
resources such as 
land to 
public use It is possible that 
tax status and resulting after 
tax 
rebates 
can 
be 
ap­ 
p reciab le, 
su b sta n tia lly 
benefitting the estate, in­ 
dividual or corporation. 
Persons or corporation in 
higher income brackets (30 per 
cent 
or above) 
who 
have 
purchased or inherited land 
values at a low level back 
some years ago, but who now 
face a high appraisal on the 
same land, should investigate 
conservation donations as a 
tax credit device. 
This is 
particularly true if you hold 
the values of the out-of-doors, 
open space, conservation and 
asthetic beauty as important 
values. 
P IE R C E I*OINTS out that 
anyone 
dealing 
with 
the 
preservation of land should 
understand 
the 
Internal 
Revenue Service tax forms. 


especially the concepts of long­ 
term capital gains (or losses* 
and charitable donations. An 
asset 
(land) held over six 
months is considered 
long­ 
term and is taxed at only half 
the rate of normal income 
when 
sold. 
Charitable 
donations are gifts made to 
non-profit, public or private 
organizations approved by the 
IR S and are deductible from 
gross income. 
A lth o u g h 
d e d u c tio n s 
resulting from the contribution 
of land can be no more than 30 
per cent of the adjusted gross 
income. 
through 
such 
techniques as tax averaging, 
these deductions 
may

period. 
Pierce suggests that it is just 
as important to know the worth 
of land when giving it to non­ 
profit or government agencies 
as it is when a person is buying 
real estate. He says to obtain a 
“ fair market value” through 
adequate appraisals. 
He also suggests that if you 
have obtained a 
long-term 
assessment such as land at a 
low price and you fall in the 
higher tax brackets, then you 
may be a prime candidate for 
providing conservation and 
open space lands.

distribution system is minimal 
— near atmospheric pressure. 
The liquid ammonia is ex­ 
ceptionally free-flowing and 
moves by gravity into chan­

County Agricultural Stabili­ 
zation and Conservation com ­ 
mittees are meeting this week 
in Columbiana and Mahoning 
Counties to m ake spot-checks 
on farm s requesting em er­ 
gency conservation m easure 
assistance. 
J. Paul Good, ASC director 
for the two counties, 
says 
about 
10 applications from 
each county nave been filed 
with his office by persons 
whose land was dam aged by 
the severe rains on June 17-18. 
The Columbiana 
comm ittee 
m et 
W ednesday 
and 
the 
M ahoning com m ittee was 
scheduled to meet today to 
verify claims of damages on 
applications and to work with 
farmers in putting estimated 
cost figures on the forms. 
“Most people really don’t 
know how much it will cost 
them,” Good said Tuesday. He 
noted the figures on the forms 
will be “ball-park estimates” 
which can be chanj^d once 
actual bills are received. 
Good often asks landowners 
if they feel a steel-tracked 
tractor will be needed, or if 
they can handle the damage 
with their own farm equip 
ment. If the bulldozer is 
needed, Good said a minimum 
charge will be about $25 per 
hour, quickly running up a bill 
of several hundred dollars 
once costs for discing and 
seeding are included. 
BOTH COUNTIES now have 
allocations of $3,000 — totals 
which can be expanded as ap­ 


plications come in pushing the 
needed d ollars 
over 
that 
figure. Along with determining 
the validity of claims, the com­ 
m ittees will also set the rate of 
ASC assistance, which may go 
as high as 80 per cent of the 
cost for the conservation 
m easures.

Nearly two weeks after the 
devastating hail showers of 
June 17-18, corn fields on the O. 
T. Beight and Sons farm on 
Route 170 in Unity Township 
still show the signs of damage. 
Nevin Beight says corn in the 
field affected was about waist 
high at the time of the storm, 
which battered many stalks 
down to 18-inch stubs. Never 
having faced such mutilated 


corn before, he isn’t sure when 
or if the field will recover to 
produce harvestable ears or 
stalks. A house trailer next to 
the affected field was textured 
by the hail, which put quarter- 
inch dents inches apart all 
along its north side. Corn fields 
less than a quarter-mile from 
the ruined field sustained 
much lighter hail, showing the 
concentrated nature of the hail 
pattern.

Beight Awaits Word 
On Storm Relief Aid 
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EAST PALESTINE - O. T 
Beight and Sons, Inc. of 505 
Route 170 is a family operation 
involved 
extensively 
in 
craftin g 
m em orial 
stone 
m arkers and in dairy and 
grain farm ing. Their outdoor 
display of m arkers was un­ 
phased by a hail storm in mid- 
July. Their corn fared a bit 
more poorly. 
Nevin Beight, in charge of 
farm ing operations, said he 
nearly became physically sick 
the evening of June 17 when he 
began to see the dam age a 
heavy rain storm was doing to 
the fields on the hills and 
valleys surrounding his home 
Hail storm s made three passes 
at a quarter-m ile strip through 
his farm during the night, 
leaving about 20 of the farm ’s 
240 acres of corn in shreds and 
denuded stalks. 
The affected corn fields now 
look like no-till plots, with piles 
of brow nish fodder laying 
between the rows, vegetation 
which formed nearly waist- 
high stalks before the ice balls 
pulverized the field on top of a 
hill south of Nevin’s home. 
A near-by wheat field was 
thrashed out alm ost entirely, 
w ith heads knocked from 
broken stalks. Beight is not yet 
sure whether he’ll try grain 
harvest before salvaging what 
straw he can. The fate of the 
dam aged corn is also up in the 
air. 
In-betw een 
w alking 
his 
fields to survey crop damage, 
Nevin and 
the four 
other 
Beight’s who help with the 
farm ing chores 
spent 
four 
days fixing fences ripped out 
by flood waters. He reports 
“quite a few” posts were torn 
out by raging waters, higher 
than any in recent generatioas 
on the farm. 
His father, Roy, recalls only 
one time before a creek near 
their home ever rose to flow 
across Route 170. During the 
recent storm , the creek ran 
several feet deep over the road 


for se v e ral hundred feet, 
before falling over the berm 
into a 
pasture. 
The 
sight 
reminded Nevin of Niagara 
Falls. 
W ater also moved top soil 
and washed gullies up to four 
feet deep in a field further 
north along Route 170, and 
floated logs and rocks as big as 
basketballs 
into other 
low 
lying fields. 
Beight 
has 
applied 
for 
assista n c e w ith em ergency 
conservation m easures from 
the 
local 
A gricu ltu ral 
Stabilization and Conservation 
S ervice 
(ASCS) 
office 
in 
Salem, and hopes to get some 
credit for the reduced yield. 
He estim ates his entire corn 
stand was reduced by 50 per 
cent by the storm, and says 
alfalfa fields greening after 
first cutting turned brown in 
the days after the storm. They 
are recovering, but he says he 
has given up plans for a fourth 
cutting. 
i 
Continuing to plague him are 
the gullies in corn fields that 
will 
cause 
problems 
when 
custom pickers arrive for the 
harvest. Beight feels some of 
his crop will be left standing, 
because he can’t 
ask 
the 
operators to risk dam age to 
their equipment, by crossing 
the sm all ravines. 
M ajor excavation of tilled 
land is a new venture for 
Beight, and he is unsure of just 
how to put his fields back to 
norm alcy and of how much the 
work will cost. Land levellers 
d isplayed 
at 
the 
recent 
Mahoning-Columbiana 
Agr­ 
onomy Field Day in Canfield 
looked like they might be of 
use once the most severe holes 
were filled 
Beight directs agricultural 
operations including 500 acres 
of land and a total Holstein 
herd of about 115 cattle.

moved top soil from broad 
areas to concentrate it <m

here. Plowing the field as it 
lays now would produce quite 
an uneven crop, Beight points 
out. lie says he hopes some «1 
the top soil can be pushed back 
over washed areas, but says 
som e new growing soil mas 
have to be hauled in.

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Tour Of Plant Hospital 
Checks Watering, Disease 


In this episode we’ll take our 
house plants into the examina­ 
tion rooms of the great Plant 
Hospital. Plants undoubtedly 
have a system of communica­ 
tion (a kind of body language) 
within 
them selves. 
They 
respond to certain stimuli in 
certain ways. Conditioned 
reflexes or whatever you want 
to call it. But these signals or 
these triggers always occurred 
outdoors 
... 
before 
... we 
brought them indoors. You 
see, we created the problem 
Plants are natural outdoors 
“flora” . This means certain 
considerations 
and 
a d ­ 
justments in your thinking for 
indoor success with growing 
things attuned for millions of 
years to the free-flowing 
“naturalness” of the outdoors 
For instance: 
They are used to rain water. 
The head of the universe never 
mentioned putting chlorine in 
rain water. So you’d expect 
this to take some getting used 
to, wouldn’t you? Or, even 
better, why not relieve your 
house plants of this chore? It’s 
so easy. 
When you prepare to water 
your indoor plants for two 
sound reasons, let water you’ll 
use sit overnight in some kind 
of container, a watering can or 
what-not. Even stir a bit as you 
set the watery load down. This 
starts an aeration process to 
rid it of the chlorine by the 
time you get around to using it. 
And, too, there’s still another 
im portant reason, perhaps 
more important. Plants (not 
just some) don’t like cold tap 


w ater. 
(Incidentally, cold 
water even causes spotting; 
it’s that traumatic.) Standing, 
it reaches from temperature 
by the time you use it. Should 
you have an emergency need 
for watering, add a little warm 
water until it feels tepid to 
your finger. 
NOW, AS WE VISIT the 
various treatment rooms of 
this hospital, here’s a way of 
looking at plants that at first 
may seem odd to you. But it 
shouldn't. You’ve heard of 
placing a patient in isolation. 
That’s to prevent him from 
infecting others. The same 
goes for plants. 
Say one of yours in its place 
among the others comes down 
with a fungus disease or pest 
problem. Perhaps you don’t 
know exactly what yet. All you 
know is som ething's odd. 
You’re going to find out but 
meantime you take the plant 
away from the others, into a 
bedroom near a window or, 
weather permitting, out on the 
shaded porch. 
Don’t get the idea 
that 
because a plant is indoors, it 
can’t catch a fungus disease 
nor have an insect problem. 
Seems crazy to you? Then 
think of that overripe bowl of 
fruit you once had, how those 
fruit flies appeared from 
nowhere and blurred the air 
around it. Screens, closed 
windows and all, but somehow 
it happened. 
Seems no insect psychiatrist 
has yet probed the mind of 
these fellows enough to see 
how they do it. But they do.

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Your rule is not to spread 
infection nor infestation. So 
move such a plant away from 
the others. You can (among 
other things) hold your sick 
plant’s wrist just by breathing 
on it, and that’s what we’re 
going to get to next. 
YOU’VE HEARD ABOUT 
talking to plants. Perhaps too 
much. We hope you know by 
now all evidence points to its 
being a lot of nonsense from 
the emotional standpoint on 
which the idea once won so 
jnarny^brownie points. What is 
knowji is that when you talk to 
your plant you breathe all over 
it. That means you are feeding 
it its favorite nutrient in extra 
large doses, carbon dioxide. 
Take this idea a little further. 
Take a big bag, paper or 
plastic, and throw over your ill 
patient. Work a straw through 
the side of the bag. Insert the 
straw in your mouth. Breathe 
normally. No mouth-to-mouth. 
You 
don’t 
want 
oxygen 
Breathing norm ally you’ll 
release only carbon dioxide. 
Just a few minutes now and 
then. What tipped us off to this 
idea was some greenhouses 
were 
getting 
trem endous 
results by pumping bottled 
carbon dioxide into their glass 
houses. You’ll be doing exactly 
the same on a lesser scale. 


FRIDAY — Keep newly 
planted trees and shrubs well 
watered. Snap beans will be 
readily available from now 
until Sept. 30. 
SATURDAY 
— 
Prop 
branches of heavily-loaded 
fruit trees. 
MONDAY — Stir mulch in 
rose bed to improve aeration 
and water movement. Red tart 
cherry harvest time (maybe 
along Lake Erie, but no crop in 
Salem area due to spring 
freezes). 
TUESDAY — Keep weeds 
out of flower and vegetable 
gardens. Remove pea vines 
when harvest is finished, 
either tilling them into ground 
or shredding them for com­ 
post. Plant area in peas with 
winter and fall crops of lettuce, 
carrots, broccoli and cabbage. 
WEDNESDAY 
— 
Iris 
rhizomes can be planted now. 
Large Iris clumps can be lifted 
out and divided. (See below). 
THURSDAY — Make final 
planting of bush snap beans. 
DIVIDING IRIS - When 
plants become crowded, divide 
the 
offshoots 
from 
the 
rhizomes. Iris should be di­ 
vided two to five years after 
planting. Cut leaves to one 
third full height. Dig under a 
clump of rhizomes and lift out 
the whole clump at once. Use a 
hose spray to wash away soil 
from the rhizomes. 
Cut rhizomes apart with a 


sharp knife. Each part of di­ 
vision must have at least one 
fan of leaves, several inches of 
healty rhizome and several 
good roots. 
Plant the rhizome divisions 
in a well-prepared soil in a 
sunny area. Space them about 
18-inches apart. To plant, dig a 
shallow hole large enough to 
accom m odate the rhizome 
piece. Form a cone of earth in 
the center of the hole to serve 
as a planting base. Place the 
rhizome on the cone and care­ 
fully spread the roots around 
the cone. Fill the hole with soil 
and 
firm 
it 
around 
the 
rhizome. Water to settle soil 
around the roots. 
In light soils, the top of the 
planted rhizome should be two 
inches below ground level. In 
heavy soils the top of the 
planted rhizome should be 
slightly above the ground. 
TUBER CARE — Keep po 
tato tubers, onion bulbs and 
carrot tops covered with soil or 
mulch; otherwise they will 
develop an undesireable green 
color. 
WILTING CUKES which do 
not recover with even heavy 
watering likely have bacterial 
wilt disease. There is no known 
cure for this condition, as 
control is based on spotted and 
striped cucumber beetles. Pull 
the diseased plants and re­ 
place them with another crop, 
such as snap beans.

TODAY'S TREASURES 
Jean Barnes

Symbolism is an integral 
part of our daily lives. From 
the 
highway signs 
to our 
sweatered president — each 
symbol conveys a 
specific 
message to us. 
Religion 
has 
its 
own 
language of sym bols, ac­ 
cording to Sherry Stewart, an 
artist 
who 
works 
with 
Christian sym bols. Sherry 
describes herself as a “born- 
again" Christian and her art 
work is used to translate her 
faith into an understandable 
symbolic message. 
A 
young 
woman, 
M iss 
Stewart teaches high school 
art students at a Christian 
school in her native Kansas. 
Her first experim ent with 
symbolism was a series of 
seven clay tablets, bound in a 
series with a walnut frame. 
Each tablet contains symbols 
representing a phrase of The 
Lord’s Prayer. 
The first phrase, “Our Fa­ 
ther 
...’ is 
symbolized by 
three 
vertical 
lines 
in­ 
tersecting three horizontal 
lines. The second tablet con­ 
tains two lines intersecting at 
right 
angles 
representing 
earth, ‘They Kingdom come 
..." Mature heads of wheat for 
“Give us this day ...” The 
symbol of forgiveness and that 
of deliverance are contained 
on the fourth and fifth tablets. 
The Alpha and Chi, first and 
last letters of the Greek 
alphabet are combined with a 
group of crosses, “For thine is 
the kingdom ...” The seventh 
tablet contains “Amen,” or let 
this be so. 
Although Christian symbols 
are relatively young as sym­ 
bols go, sym bolism itself 
is prehistoric in its beginnings. 
The earliest of Christian 
symbols was a simple outline 
of a fish made with two curved 
lines. She chose this symbol for 
a woven wall hanging for her

tape came tumbling down. 
The workers are allowed to 
cross the border each day to 
work for the minimum wage of 
$2.30 per hour. — From The 
Farm Bureau News, July 4,

For nearly three years, she 
worked on her “ m arriage 
prayer.”

It wasn’t until Miss Stewart 
began working with leaded 
stained glass that she knew she 
had found the perfect medium 
for this prayer. “I had been 
thinking of doing it in pane.s 
but this way, I could do it in 
color without dividing it.” 
The window is in brilliant 
colors and has as its . central 
theme the Greek letters chi 
(X) and rho (P) which are the 
first two letters of Christ’s 
name in Greek. This sumbol 
runs from top to bottom of the 
42-inch window and “stands 
for the Lordship of Christ in 
marriage,” Sherry said. 
Two butterflies, symbolic of 
new life, are joined at the tip of 
their wings. She designed the 
butterflies to be similar but not 
identical, with one being more 
brilliantly colored than the 
other.

are 
centered a heart (love), a 
cross (faith) and an anchor 
(hope). These three are taken 
from the “love” chapter of 
Corinthians, she pointed out. 
Sherry, who confesses that 
she can’t “draw” nevertheless 
has a fine gift for symbolic art.

COLUMBUS - Home food 
freezers 
have 
grown 
in 
popularity in recent years. 
Families have come to depend 
on them for near-at-hand 
storage 
places 
for 
both 
homegrown and purchased 
frozen foods. But what hap­ 
pens if the freezer stops 
running? 
There are some emergency 
measures you can take, if you 
know the freezer will be off for 
som e tim es, says Evelyn 
Gray, Extension nutritionist at 
The Ohio State University. 
Among her suggestions are to 
keep the freezer closed, move 
the food to a locker plant, add 
dry ice if you can get it or can 
the food if necessary. 
Open the freezer only to take 
out the food for moving to a 
locker plant or to add dry ice, 
the nutritoionist urges. Don’t 
worry if you know- you can 
have the freezer running again 
in a few hours. If the cause of 
the freezer's stopping is that 
the power is off, try to find out 
how 
long 
it 
will 
be 
off. 
However, if the freezer is out 
of order, consult the in­ 
struction book to determine if 
there is something you can do 
to put the freezer back in 
operation, or try to find out 
how long it will take to get a 
serviceman to get the freezer 
running again. 
Try to estimate how long the 
food will stay frozen. With the 
freezer closed, 
food 
will 
usually stay frozen in a fully 
loaded cabinet two days; in a 
cabinet with less than half a 
load, not more than a day. How 
long the food in your freezer 
will stay frozen depends on: 
1. The amount of food in the

freezer. A full freezer will stay 
cold many hours longer than a 
freezer only a quarter full. 
2. The kind of food. A freezer 
full of meat will not warm up 
as fast as a freezer full of 
baked food. 
3. The temperature of the 
food. The colder the food, the 
longer it will stay frozen. 
4. The freezer itself. A well- 
insulated freezer will keep 
food frozen much longer than 
one with little insulation. 
5. Size of freezer. The larger 
the freezer, the longer the food 
will stav frozen. 
IF 
YOU 
THINK 
there 
might be a possibility of your 
freezer being out of running 
order for some time, you might 
want to make arrangements 
well in advance with your local 
locker plant to take care of the 
food in an emergency. 
If the emergency occurs, 
and if the plant can take your 
food, wrap the food in plenty of 
newspapers and blankets, or 


use insulated boxes. Then rush 
it to the locker plant 
If 
locker 
space 
is 
not 
available and 
it 
looks 
as 
though your freezer would be 
stopped for longer than a day, 
use dry ice if you can get it 
The more dry ice you use, the 
longer 
the food 
will 
keep 
frozen. 
TWENTY-FIVE 
pounds of 
dry ice should hold the tem­ 
perature of a half-full 10-cubic 
food cabinet below freezing for 
two or three days. Food in a 
fully loaded cabinet will stay 
frozen for three or four days if 
you put the dry ice in soon 
after the freezer goes off. Use 
50 pounds of dry ice for a 20 
cubic-foot freezer. Put heavy 
cardboard directly on tin* 
packages of frozen food and 
then put the dry ice on top ot 
the cardboard. 
An additional safeguard i( 
you put dry ice in the cabinet is 
to cover 
the freezer 
with 
blankets, quilts or some other 


covering It will help to put 
crumpled newspaper or e \ 
celsior between the cabinet 
and the blankets

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Citrus Crop Breaks Record; 
High Fruit Prices Seen 


Even with the Jan u ary 
freeze in Florida, estimated 
total 
production 
of 
this 
season’s citrus crop will still 
be the largest ever. The June 1 
citrus crop was forecast at 15.5 
million tons, five per cent 
above last year. The increase 
is shared by most of the citrus 
crops. Because of the freeze, a 
substantially larger quantity 
of citrus was harvested early 
in the season. Thus, remaining 
supplies of most citrus are 
moderatelv less than last year. 
Stocks of FRO ZEN CON­ 
C E N T R A T E D 
O R A N G E " 
JU IC E are smaller than a 
year ago, reflecting strong 
demand and smaller packs due 
to lower juice yields as a result 
of the freeze. Canner list prices 
have been raised since the 
freeze and now are sub­ 
stantially above a year ago. If 
the rate of movement con­ 
tinues large for the balance of 
the season, carryout of frozen 
concentrated orange at the end 
of the season would be the 
smallest in several years. 
P R IC E S FOR F R U IT are 
expected to be higher this 
summer than a year ago. 
Prices received by growers for 
fresh and processed fruit have 
steadily aavaneed this year to 


a record level in the spring, up 
about a fifth from year-earlier 
levels. With smaller remaining 
supplies of fresh apples and 
citrus, and smaller soft fruit 
production, grower, wholesale 
and retail prices are expected 
to 
rem ain 
moderately to 
substantially higher than last 
summer. 
S M A L L E R S U P P L IE S com­ 
bined with good movement 
have also pushed wholesale 
prices of most processed fruit 
moderately above a year ago. 
With the smaller crops 
in 
prospect and higher cost of 
processing, wholesale prices of 
canned fruit will continue to 
strengthen. Wholesale prices 
of dried fruit and frozen citrus 
juice will also remain high 
while 
those 
of 
frozen 
straw berries are likely to 
decline in view of substantially 
larger cold storage holding. 
D URING 
1976, U. S. per 
capita fruit consumption in­ 
creased about 10 pounds to 
2219 pounds 
(fresh weight 
equivalent), the highest level 
since 1948. Fresh use increased 
only slightly to 86.3 pounds, 
while processed fruit con­ 
sumption nearly 12 pounds to 
137

per 
person.

Now that the model has 
proven accurate even with the 
variable inlet air conditions, 
the engineers hope the design 
of more efficient solar grain 
drying 
systems 
will 
ac­ 
celerate They expect that the 
logarithmic model, because of 
its simplicity, will prove to be 
a useful tool for field use by 
equipment manufacturers or 
E x t e n s i o n 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
engineers to solve solar grain 
drying problems or establish 
optimum on-site grain drying 
stragegies. 
IT 
W IL L 
B E especially 
helpful 
to the Ohio team, 
which, for the past several 
years, has been involved in 
testing a solar grain drying 
sytem which uses a multiple- 
layered plastic solar collector 
tied to a 1,000-bushel metal bin 
for batch drying of soybeans, 
wheat, and corn Their studies 
are part of a multi-state 
regional 
research effort 
to 
develop an efficient system 
substituting solar energy for 
all or part of the fossil fuel 
energy 
now 
required 
for 
heated air drying of grain to 
safe 
moisture 
levels 
for 
storage 
The Ohio research was 
among more than 300 technical 
papers presented during the 
four-day summer meeting of 
ASAE. The ASAE members, 
including research engineers, 
consultants, and engineers 
from industry, education, and 
government,
